The remote alarm alerts a 
location away from your 
home (such as the police 
station, a private security 
company, or someone you 
know), and can be combined 
with a local alarm. If you 
have a remote system, do 
not direct the alarm to the 
local 
police department 
unless you have permission 
first. 
Some of the older 
models triggered so many 
false alarms that police 
departments banned their 


use without prior approval. 
W’hat is one of the best 
ways to prevent an intruder? 
Install solid doors with good 
deadbolt locks and windows 
with key locks.

Check Bulging Radial Tires 
Looks May Deceive Owners 


Radial tires, even when 
properly inflated, bulge in 
the sidewalls and look as 
though they need air. 
“Because of this,” said 
Council Chairman Malcolm 
R. 
Lovell, 
Jr., 
“ many 
Americans have become 
accustomed to 
this 
ap­ 
pearance and are taking 
their radials for granted. 
They are neglecting to use a 
tire pressure gauge to check 
the air pressure on a regular 
basis.” 
“ For a radial to give op­ 
timal performance, it must 
be properly inflated,” Lovell 
added. 
“ Underinflation 
causes a tire to run hot, thus 
reducing its tread life and 
strength and increasing the 
risk of sudden disablement.” 
Neglect of radial tires is 
posing a real problem, ac­ 
cording to Lovell. “ All tires, 
regardless of construction or 
price, tend to lose air over a 
period of time and should be 
checked every two or three 
weeks or before long trips.” 
Unlike bias or belted bias 
tire, the cords in a radial tire 
run at right angels to the 
center of the tread or from 
rim-edge to rim-edge. Two 
or more very stable and 


strong 
belts, 
made 
from 
steel, fiberglass, rayon or 
other materials, run around 
the tire ’s circumference 
under the tread. 
This results in a tire with 
flexible sidewalls but with 
great stiffness and strength 
in the tread area. 
“ Radial 
tires 
have 
minimal squirm, provide 
longer wear and give better 
gasoline mileage. Properly 
inflated radial tires can 
deliver up to 5 percent better 
gas mileage,” Lovell said. 
The Tire Industry Safety 
Council has drawn up the 
following list of tips for 
radial tires: 
—Rotate 
radials 
from 


front to rear on the same 
side of the car. Don’t use a 
criss-cross rotation pattern 
unless your tire dealer 
recommends it to correct a 
severe wear problem. 
—For best performance, 
radials should be used on all 
wheel positions. But if you 
must mix tires of different 
construction, always put the 
radials on the rear. 
—Make 
sure 
the 
suspension and shock ab­ 
sorbers of your car are tuned 
to 
handle 
radials 
before 
switching if your car is an 
older model. Most late model 
cars are already adapted for 
radials, which are original 
equipment on many autos.

Authors Note: This is the fifth article in a series devoted to 
a discussion of the development of the normal child. Much 
attention is often given to the abnormal side of growing up 
without due emphasis being given to what is timely and to be 
expected from a healthy developing youngster. Armed with 
this positive information, as parents we can better assist our 
child to grow, avoid inhibiting his progress, and be more 
aware of problems that may arise. This column will discuss 
the child from twenty-six to thirty weeks. 
Dear Reader, Until this tim e in your child’s life, he has 
been almost totally dependent and helpless in many ways. If 
he wanted something, it usually had to be brought to him by 
you. And even though the beginnings of mobility were 
present, his control over his bodily resources for getting 
what he wanted by himself were quite limited. Now some 
m ajor changes in this area are beginning to occur. He is 
achieving greater m astery over the muscles in his body. He 
is more aware now than ever before, and this combined with 
his newly acquired physical skills guide him in new and 
purposeful directions. He will often go after things that he 
wants with an obviously greater skill, and will try very hard 
to gain those things that m ay be outside his reach. 
Discovery of the world around him, continues unabated for 
the six-month old. His eyes are more skillful in locating 
objects than are his hands, but his hand coordination, and his 
eye-hand coordination are rapidly improving. He will seem 
to inspect items more closely now, and is becoming more 
adept in transferring these items back and forth from one 
hand to the other. 
The development of speech is still on the way, but your 
child may babble and squeal, and find great delight in doing 
so. He may even seem to be listening to what he is saying. He 
pays little attention to spoken words, and may be little 
concerned with strangers. He finds much pleasure in his own 
little world, and may play by himself with a single toy for a 
long period of time. One of his newly acquired reactions that 
seems to bring pleasure to all concerned is the infants 
reaction when first encountering his image in a m irror. A 
certain social awareness is in the making as he smiles at 
himself and pats the glass. He seems pleased to see this 
strange new person who does just as he does.

ASK DOC GARD NER

Brilliant Fall Colors 
Unveiled by Plants 


Have you noticed the fall 
wardrobe of many of the 
woody trees and shrubs? As 
you 
drive 
through 
the 
countryside, observe the 
mary attractive colors and 
consider some of these 
plants for your own land­ 
scape for fall and winter 
effects, suggests a landscape 
horticulturist. 
“ Some plant species have 
colorful foliage while others 
are noted for their attractive 
fruit, interesting seed pods, 
or unusual 
bark 
charac­ 
teristics,” points out Everett 
Janne 
with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service 
Some of the most brilliant 
foliage colors are provided 
by such species as sweet 
gum, Chinese tallow, black 
gum, dogwood, crapemyrtle, 
maple, Shumard oak, Texas 
oak, 
Callery 
pear 
and 
Chinese pistachio. 
Shrubs having attractive 


fall color include winged 
euonymus, 
cotoneaster, 
mahonia, nandina, some 
viburnums and sumacs, 
which 
have 
the 
most 
brilliant foliage of all. 
Plants noted for their 
colorful berries or fruit 
include yaupon, deciduous 
holly 
or 
possum 
haw, 
American beauty berry, 
pyracantha, hollies of all 
types, 
coralberry 
and 
cotoneaster 
Dual purpose 
trees that have interesting 
fruit that is also edible in­ 
clude Japanese persimmon 
and crabapple 
“ Some plants such as the 
goldenrain tree, screwbean 
mesquite and redwing have 
interesting seedpods,” notes 
the 
Extension 
Service 
specialist. 
Janne 
also 
suggests 
selecting a few plants with 
colorful or interesting bark 
to boost the winter land­ 
scape.

“ Start now to add some of 
these 
colorful 
and 
in­ 
teresting plants to your 
landscape,” says Janne. 
“ Many can be obtained at 
nurseries and planted im­ 
mediately. Others must be 
collected from their native 
habitat.” 
If you are going to collect 
plants, tag them now so you 
can find them after the 
leaves and fruit have fallen. 
Then obtain permission from 
the 
landowner 
before 
digging. 
Prune back at least one- 
half to two-thirds of the top 
growth of collected plants to 
insure any degree of success 
in moving them, advises the 
horticulturist. 
“ The most important thing 
to remember about adding 
any type of plants to your 
home landscape is to make 
sure they are adapted to 
your area,” emphasizes 
Janne. 
‘‘There is 
little 
beauty or pleasure in a plant 
that is not suited to your 
climatic conditions.”

Dear Doc: Need answer 
soon! How do you cut leggy 
petunias back so they'll 
reflower until frost? We’ve 
not succeeded in years past. 
You're waiting too long for 
the pruning Keep them cut 
back beginning even as early 
as mid-June. Any trimming 
done now will send the platns 
into severe shock, just as 
tree topping does. Better to 
remove straggly growth as it 
first 
develops 
in 
early 
summer. 
Dear Doc: I ’ve used pine 
needles 
under 
my 
rose 
bushes, but now the roses’ 
leaves are turning yellow. 
Are pine needles bad for 
roses? 
.Not at all. Your roses 
probably are just suffering 
from heat and drought. If the 
yellowing is appearing first 
on the newest growth, and if 
leaves are yellow while veins 
remain dark green, then iron 
deficiency is a possibility. 
Treat with 
copperas or 
chelated iron. 
Dear Doc: A few weeks 
ago our weeping willow (40 
ft.) lost all its leaves. This 
followed an elm, a mimosa, 
a cottonwood and a small 
hackberry. 
A 
small 
magnolia died completely 
and 
a 
peach 
produced 
shriveled fruit. Could there 
be something in the soil that 
could cause this? 
Few 
plant 
pests 
are 
general enough to attack 
such a wide range of plants. 
I ’d suspect cotton root rot, 
weed killers, gas leaks, heat 
and 
drought, 
or 
other 
generalized causes 
No in­ 
sects would attack so many 
unrelated plant species. 
Dear Doc: Our waxleaf 
ligustruins are looking pale, 
almost 
bleached. 
Many 
leaves are yellow, others are 


already brown. What causes 
this? 
It could be this summer’s 
heat, particularly if the 
shrubs are either recently 
transplanted or are located 
up against a hot, reflective 
surface with a 
western 
exposure. 
Prune 
out 
damaged growth and soak 
the soil deeply. 
Dear Doc: 
What’s the 
cut-off date for planting a 
new 
bermudagrass 
lawn? 
For this part of the state 
it’s right about now. Seed 
sown 
now 
should 
be 
religiously 
watered 
and 
fertilized to encourage quick 
cover. It also helps to pray 
for a late first freeze! 
Dear Doc: Crickets still 
besiege us. What will control 
them? 
Diazinon or malathion 
sprays. Get complete and 
thorough coverage around 
shrubs and ground covers 
and around the foundation of 
your home. New weather­ 
stripping will help keep them 
out of your house. 
Dear Doc: When should we 
plant our bluebonnet seed? 
Right now. Broadcast the 
seed 
on 
the 
ground, 
preferably not in areas of 
tall grass and weeds. You 
can rake the seed lightly.into 
loose soil, but don’t cover it 
deeply. Exposure to fall and 
winter weather will break its 
dormancy for spring. 
Dear Doc: 
W e’ve lost 
several plants recently. 
Could our heavy rain several 
weeks back have caused root 
rot? Gardenias, a 
willow 
tree, and a crabapple were 
included. 
Excess soil moisture can 
“ drown” roots through a 
deficiency of oxygen. Roots 
then rot. But I ’d be surprised 
to see a willow die that way, 


especially no more wet 
weather than we’ve had. It’s 
more likely either cotton 
root rot (a fungal disease) or 
weed 
killer 
damage 
Unfortunately, there’s not 
much you can do about 
either at this point. 


Dear Doc: Provided I take 
care of the iron deficiencies, 
could I grow a slash pine 
here? 
Yes, but you'll be creating 
a real monster. It’s fairly 
easy to control iron chlorosis 
with foliar sprays of iron 
sulfate (copperas) while 
pines are small. But it’s next 
to impossible (and plenty 
expensive!) to keep up with 
the situation once the tree 
reaches 15 to 25 ft. Better go 
with Japanese black pine, a 
shorter type that’s adapted 
to alkalinity and fairly 
common in your area’s 
nurseries.

For Reptile House 
Moving Proves Problems 


It appears, from surveys 
taken across the country, that 
this has been a boom year for 
the garden industry. 
Garden seed m arketers re­ 
port an all-time record year, 
and it seems that both seeds 
and plants have been sold in 
greater numbers than ever 
this year. 
Vegetables especially have 
been in great demand, per­ 
haps because of the very real 
threat of higher prices for 
doth 
fresh 
and 
processed 
vegetables this year. Higher 
prices have seemed inevit­ 
able because 
of 
ad verse 
weather conditions — water 
shortages have been bad in 
areas of heavy vegetable pro­ 
duction. 
But beating the high prices 
of food is only one of the many 
reasons that so many people 
of all ages are turning to 
gardening as a hobby. 
Most people realize, now 
m ore than ever, the need to 
conserve en ergy. I think 
President C arter’s urgent ap­ 
peal 
has 
emphasized 
this 
need. Growing much of one’s 
own food, using hand labor in 
place 
of energy-consuming 
comm ercial production, is a 
good step many of us can take 
in conserving the nation’s re­ 
sources. 
Another way the home g ar­ 
dener conserves his country’s 
resources and reduces pol­ 
lution is by just having a gar­ 
den to

Just caripg for the soil, 
building it up, and growing 
anything green enhances the 
beauty and general health of 
our environment. 
Many people are changing 
their life-styles, and turning 
aw ay 
from 
exp ensive, 
energy-wasting recreation to 


the 
quiet 
cre a tiv ity 
of 
gardening. Gardening allows 
us to work in harmony with 
nature without having to sell 
out and move to the country. 
In a National Garden Bu­ 
reau survey, one seed store 
m anager said, 
“Some 
are 
gardening for the sake 
of 
their stom achs, others for the 
sake of their souls, and some 
because they get a kick out of 
beating 
the 
system . 
G ar­ 
deners can save a lot of 
money in food bills, yet one 
doesn’t have to pay taxes on 
his g ain !” 


The bureau points out that 
gardening is a great hobby 
for people of all ages. The 
youngest child can get a thrill 
out of watching a bean seed 
grow, or picking a bunch of 
fast-growing cress for a fam ­ 
ily salad. Children love to see 
the huge happy face of a giant 
sunflower develop. And some 
of the youngest “old” people I 
know have been avid gar­ 
deners all their lives. 


Gardening is a hobby for 
people of all income levels. In 
fact it is one of the few hob­ 
bies one can follow with great 
success without a lot of in­ 
vestment, 
study or 
equip­ 
ment. All you need is a plot of 
land or even a few boxes or 
containers, a look at some 
seed displays or seed cata­ 
logs, a few basic hand tools 
and you’ve begun! 


That’s one of gardening’s 
appeals — its simplicity. Got 
the itch to begin? Here’s an 
idea for the home owner. 


Go out into the back yard, 
lift a strip of turf off the lawn 
at one edge of the lawn, per­ 
haps along a fence. Dig it 
over deeply, lifting out any 
grass roots remaining, dig in 
some steer manure or some 
oth er fertilizer

ditioner, and plan to put in a

Set the 
rhizome on top of the cone 
and allow the roots to spread 
downward. Then fill in with 
soil, and w ater to settle the 


soil around the roots. Space 
transplants 12 to 18 inches 
apart.

old building can be made 
during the winter. 


The move could solve a 
m y stery surrounding the 
z o o ’ s 
s l e n d e r - n o s e d 
crocodile. 
“ He happens to be the 
oldest 
zoo 
re s id e n t,” 
Goellner said of the huge 
crocodile 
“ He’s been here 
since 1933.” 
“ We call him a he. but 
we’ll find out for sure when 


we move 
him ,” 
Goellner 
added 
Goellner plans to lower a 
crate into the pool, persuade 
the crocodile to craw l inside, 
then haul him out 
“ M oves like that 
co n ­ 
stitute the most work just 
because of the size of the 
anim al,” he said.

produce viable young.” 


Goellner says moving the 
King Cobra to new quarters 
in a basement of an adjacent 
building at the zoo should be 
less of a problem. 
“ He’s pretty easy going as 


far as 
King 
Cobras 
go,” 
Goellner said “ What we do 
when we clean his cage is 
just open a little door to a 
side room, and he craw ls 
back in 
We’ll just do the 
sam e thing but have a box or 
something there that he ll 
crawl into 
“ We don’t manhandle any 
of the venomous snakes — 
that is, pin them down and 
pick them up. It s dangerous 
to 
the 
individual 
picking 
them up and possibly harm ­ 
ful to the snake. We just use 
a stick with a hook, balance 
them on the end and slip 
them into a trash ca n .” 
B eca u se of 
the 
hardy 


nature of reptiles, Goellner 
said there will be no danger 
in confining them to sm aller 
cages. He said cages are 
being built to house some of 
the larger specim ens, such 
as the monitor lizard from 
New Guinea 
“ S tre tch e d 
out, 
h e’s 
probably close to 9 or IO feet 
Of course two-thirds of that 
is tail.” Goellner said of the

No grease for angel food 


P O L L Y ’S P R O B L E M 


DEAR POLLY — I have been told not to bake an angel 
food cake in a pan that has been greased and used for 
other cakes Do you know if I could use such a pan’’ I do 
not want to waste that many eggs if it will not work 
—IRETTA. 
DEAR IRETTA — Deep tube pans such as used for 
baking angel food cakes are seldom used for other 
things and if it has been thoroughly washed after each 
use I see no reason why it cannot be used for an angel 
food cake. Do not grease it for such a cake as all recipes 
I can find say to bake such a cake in a dry ungreased 
pan. The trick is not to remove from the pan im mediate­ 
ly after baking but invert pan with cake and let “hang" 
until completely cool which will be an hour or more. 
Loosen at sides and around the tube with a narrow 
spatula, turn over and catch cake in the hands as it falls 
from the pan. What do you think, readers? —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to tell Blanche whose syn­ 
thetic yarn sweater has an odor that when I washed such a 
sweater I added a favorite cologne to the rinse water It work­ 
ed. 
Also, to use up odds and ends of cologne I sprinkle a bit into 
the bag on my vacuum cleaner and when it is used it gives off 
a pleasant odor.

‘N orm al’ range isn’t best 


By Lawrence E. Lam b, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Which 
is m ore serious, sugar in the 
urine or sugar in the blood0 I 
h a v e b een c o n s id e re d a 
diabetic and would like to 
know. I’m 70 and have never 
had any of the sym ptom s of 
diabetes that you hear about. 
My sugar count is within the 
norm al range and I have no 
sugar in my urine. 


D E A R R E A D E R - It 
sounds like you have nothing 
to w orry about. The blood 
glucose (sugar) is norm ally 
higher in people over 50 and 
the norm al range includes 
higher levels each decade. I’m 
not convinced this is good. 
Higher levels m ay be con­ 
sidered norm al because they 
a re com m on, but I would 
prefer that people continued 
to have lower levels as they 
get older — if they are to be in 
optim al health, not ju st nor­ 
m al in the sense of a frequent 
occurrence. 


The blood glucose level has 
to be around 160 or 170 to 
result in spilling glucose in the 
urine. This is a higher level 
than you should have in the 
blood except as a peak value 
after ingesting a lot of glucose 
as for a glucose test. The 
blood test is really the m ost 
accurate indicator of w hether 
or not you have diabetes but 
the urine test is adequate for 
hom e control of diabetes in 
m ost cases. 


Many diabetics do not have 
sym ptom s when the disease is 
first diagnosed by blood tests 
or from sugar in the urine. As 
the disease advances the per­ 
son m ay then e x p e rie n c e 
fatigue, weight loss, frequen­ 
cy of urination, drinking lots 
of w ater and other sym ptom s. 
To give you m ore com plete 
inform ation I am sending you 
The Health L etter num ber 3- 
11, D ia b e te s : 
D ia g n o s is, 
Prevention and M anagem ent. 
O thers who want this issue 
should send 50 cents with a 
long, stam ped, self-addressed 
envelope for it. Sugar can oc­ 
c u r in th e u rin e w ith o u t 
diabetes. This can occur after 
consuming lots of sw eets or 


with stress or during pregnan 
cy.

tions and others do not. Then 
all the sym ptom s that people 
attribute to the m enopause 
are not always caused by the 
menopause. 


Hot flashes are one of the 
s p e c i f i c s y m p t o m s t h a t 
alm ost all doctors agree can 
be alleviated by estrogen 
Your doctor may need to in­ 
crease your m edicine for a 
while. Since your uterus has 
been rem oved the possible in­ 
creased risk of cancer of the 
uterus from taking fem ale 
h o r m o n e s 
h a s 
b e e n 
elim inated. 


M ore recent studies con­ 
firm that the sm all risk of in­ 
creased strokes or heart at­ 
t a c k s o r o t h e r v a s c u l a r 
problem s in women taking 
fem ale horm ones a re p a r­ 
ticularly apt to occur in the 
women who take fem ale hor­ 
m ones and smoke, too. The 
sm oking is the big factor. So, I 
would advise you to stop 
smoking if that happens to be 
one of your habits.
